Ifit ercecde, then the number ought to be 
applied, and diuided by their vnities to the ſaid 
ſignes, adding to euery of the ſignes their v⸗ 
nities, beginning at the firſt ſigne,ihich is the 
head of Aries, and ſo the reſt ſucceſſiticty, And 
bhereſocuer the laſt vnitic ſhall fall. oꝛ be pla⸗

boꝛne: but chic fely pou muſt haue reſpect to 
that ſigne, ghich eſpecially hath dominion a⸗ 
boueothers, in the time of the byꝛth, notwith⸗ 
ſtanding that ſigne appꝛopꝛiate to the moneth 
bath che pꝛincipall effec, 

Amd whether one ligne is moe excellent oꝛ 
cftectvall then another, vou may moſt certain⸗ 
ly andtruly know by this art. Let vs returne 
then vnto our foꝛmer pꝛopoſition, and lap, that 
eicher the ſum of the number fignified by the 
numerall letters of the names afoꝛeſaid, doth 
not amount to xxix.oꝛ elſe that it doth pꝛinci⸗ 
pally attaine to that ſumme, oꝛ is equall, oꝛ 
elſe exccedeth the ſame, But now after the a- 
greement x concoꝛd of the number, take alſo 
the conuocation and aſſembly of the ſignes 
celeſtiall, ubich are touching their particular 
parts, xxix. 25.6 afoʒeſaid, oz xrx.às ſhall be

then this number ts to be dinided ſo many 
times by xxix, till the number of xxix.be found 
out: And then fo2 every vnity one ſigne muff 
be aceounted, veldung to euery ſigne his vntty: 
and then the laſt vnity,vhich is xxix, is attribu⸗ 
ted to rxix, and to the laſt ſigne thich is the taile 
of Piſces, as was laid a little befoꝛe, and that 
ſigne chiefely hath dominion in the natiuity 
of Jnfants, But if that number laſtly remai⸗ 
ning, be within the number of xxir. then eue⸗ 
ry vnity of this nu mber aught to be diſtribu⸗ 
ted ta euery particular ſigne, beginning firſf 
at the head of Aries: and whereſocuer the laſt 
vnity of this number doth remine, the lame 
is the pꝛincipall ſigne, and chieflyhath gouern⸗ 
ment in the birth of the Infant.

And euery ſigne entirely hath domimon ouer 
euery monech, ſuch as thereunto is appointed, 
And foꝛ example, Aries hath dominion in 
March, which is the firſt moneth, accoꝛding to 

utation of Aſtronomers. Likewiſe 
Taurus in Apzill, and ſo the reff conſequently 
ſucceeding. And although the fo2eſaid ſignes 
ſingulerly xapp2opziatly haue their moneths 
eſpecially aſſigned, as is afoꝛeſaid: Pet all 
theſe x 2. ſignes in euery moneth at all times, 
euery day and houre, euery moment, ꝛ minute 
of an houre, doe concurre in the natiuity of e⸗ 
uery byꝛth, although not equally, yet accoꝛ⸗ 
— che moꝛe oꝛleſſe: And that ſigne, ſhich 
chiefly hath dominion ol thenatiuity,theſame 
is the conſtellation ot the Infant. Moꝛeouer, 
the ſigne wherein the Jnfant is boꝛne, al 
though it bee not chat vhich is appꝛopꝛiate to 


che moneth, but ſome other, pet it is eaſie ta 


be knobon fromthe ſigne particularly appoin-

although here it hach but two parts. All vhich 
7. are diuided but into two pꝛincipall parts, 
to wit, into the head and taille, and ſo include 
fouretene particular ſignes: fo2 twice ſeuen 
ts foureteene, Mhereby it manifeflly appea- 
reth by the pꝛemiſſes, that the ſignes particu⸗ 
larly ercepted, are in number xxix, becauſe 
fifteene, and fouretene, makexrir, Further:

In Libra vhich ts the 7. ſigne, marriages 
are contained, miſchiete and perill in marri⸗ 
age, contentions, open enemies, warres, en⸗ 
mities, theenes. partaking, and oppoſition, and 
euery thing oppoſite, participation of mar⸗ 
chandiſe. expedite t mall voyages:and becauſe 
it is the leuenth houſe, it noteth the moitie and 
end of life toward old age. 

In Scorpio is contained death, feare, ſad⸗ 
neſſe, labour, deſpaire, ſeparation, aide aduer⸗ 
ſaries, policies. wit, lethall povſons, ſubſtance 
oꝛ hereditaments, as well of ſtrangers, as of 
affinity, ſuch as the heires ought to poſſeſſe at 
ter death and ſignificth, becauſe it is the eight 
houſe. end of life after the appzochment of old 
age.

Ik the ſame ze boꝛne in the ſecond houre of

And 
ſome affirme, that he that is boꝛne about the 
end of this ſigne ſhall bee of neither kind, oꝛ 

both (that is to ſap) as well male as female. 
The fifthſigne declareth the cffc of Scor- 
pio,concerning the woman which hath her re⸗ 
courſeto the parts of this ſigne befoꝛe mentio⸗ 
ned in each chapter. Notwithſtanding oucr 
and beſides the pꝛemiſes, ſhus much is to bee 
2 ſpoken, 
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fpoken, Foz ſirſt youſhallnote, that ſheſhall 
beof a friendly condition, obedient, ſeruicea⸗ 
ble, fearcfull and ſhamefaſt; Shee ſhall bee 
wꝛathfull, and haue him in deadly hatred, chat 
doth her any diſpleaſure; She ſhall haue chil⸗ 
dꝛen by thꝛer huſbands, and with them ſhall 
line in great felicitie: She ſhall vanquiſhher 
enemies, but pet till the be thirty peres of age, 
the ſhall ſuſtaine much ſicknes:neuertheles ol 
Cattell ſhe ſhall haue abundance, and man 
people ſhalbe vnder her gouernment: but ye 
in her pouth ſhe ſhal abule her body in playing 
the harlot, if the foꝛce of theimminent conſtel⸗ 
lation do take his eſfea, ſhe ſhalbe bitten with 
à dog, and in the end ſhall be blind. Ok her bꝛe⸗ 
chꝛen and parents ſhe ſhall receiue much trou- 
ble. Saturday ſhall be her vnfoꝛtunate dap, 
therefozevpon that day let her not walh her 
head put on any new garments, oꝛ doe any 
other fact. The ſixth chapter entreateth of the 
Sens foztune of Scorpio: therefoze they 
Men this ſigne, are naturally moyll, fleg- 
matike, oꝛ ſanguine; and ſuch ſhall be ſingu⸗ 
larlp foꝛtunate of all things that be of colour 
red, and buying and ſelling of all ſuch. The like 


foztunate in things facible, oꝛ to be foꝛged in 


the fire,ertrahible,o2 ſhereunto belonging, and 
in marchandiſe of vnknowne things; x there- 
foze as much as hee can, let him weare ſuch 
garments as be red. he like foꝛtune in Mar⸗ 
kare and Tillage, and in all beaſts belonging 
ta the ſame: foꝛtunate in hoſpitalitie,vhether 
it bee done foꝛ money ſake, lucre, oz fo; Tons 
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ſake. The infoꝛtunate dapes he Thurſdap and 
Saturday; the reſt bee god, eſpetially Tueſ⸗ 
day. He be inleded with the Chirage oꝛ 
gout in the hands, if Saturne bee ſound to be 
aſcendent, then he ſhal haue great paine in the 
toes. is foꝛtune is foward the South,x ther- 
foꝛe let him diſpoſe his affaires that way, as 
alſo his chamber done, bed, and window, 


Sagittarius the ninth Celeſtiall, and 


principall Signe. 
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The ninth treatiſe maketh relation of the 
ninth celeſtiall and pꝛincipall ſigne, called 
Sagittarius, ſchich is diuided into two parts 
that is to ſay) the head and tate, containing 
ne Chapters, Ih? firſt intreateth of the head 
of Sagittarius. The ſecond of the taile. The 
third, of the iudgement of Sagittarius concer⸗ 
ning the male. The fourth, or the fema'e, And 
the fifth and laſt, of the generall foꝛtune there⸗ 
of. And ouer and beſides the laid fine chap⸗ 
ters, there is à genexall rule next after the ſe- 
cond Thapter,notwithifinding the generality 
mentioned in ths end of this Treatiſe: > . 
The firſt chapter intreateth of the head of 
Sagittarius, called Albaham, and hath eight 
Statres fathianed in this man- | 
ner. Wherenote,that thoſoeyer x * % 
is bone in this ligne. firſt touch: * * 
ing the dilpoſition of his body, * * 
bath a beautifull body comely to 
om long and tall, and thꝛoughout beauti⸗ 
fijll.alittle head a thick face, a fairenoſe,uhite 
ch and ſhoꝛt. Upon the left part of his head, 
he ſhall haue a ſtripe, and the like vpon the 
crown? of his head, his left hand, his fingers, 
afmes, nd teates, and againſthis heart. Hee 
gnonble,ſwifc on his fete, ind heryerpedite 
anFrennins : hee ſhall haue a natnrall marke 
od his pꝛiuie members: hee is of colour 
Icke, choſe face ſhall bee like to them that 


he e the græne cknefſe. Touching the diſpo- 
ſiſton or the mind. hee ſhall by nature haue a 
wen da ſharpę, and therewithall con- 
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ant and firme. He ſhall lone wiſe men, and 
ſhall embꝛace all ſuch as bee of diſcretion: 
therefoꝛe touching this part of nature, and the 
natural conſtellation, bearing rule in this 
natiuitie,he ſhall acquire vato himſelle poſſeſ- 
ſion with wile men. And although that hee 
haue a couetous mind, naturally diſpoſed to 
àuarice by reaſon of the concourle of certaine 
Starres, pet by meanes of the dominion of 
this ſigne, he (hall be ſtudious of god things, 
andthallbe enclined to vertue, and eſpeciallp 
to the vertue of liberalitie: And therefore hee 
ſhall not bee much inclined to the oppoſite oz 
contrarte.no2 pet to extoꝛt other mens gods, 

And becauſe p2incipally he is bent to vertnue,

rie, and gluttonie, and thiefly to pꝛide, little e⸗ 
ſterming of other mens doings, oꝛ ſapings, 
very haughtie, inſomuch that vhatſoener que⸗ 
ſtion any doe aſke of him, he ſhall get no an⸗ 
ſwere at his hands, and by reaſon of his pꝛide 
afoꝛeſaid, he ſhall be a great cauiller, lier, chi 
der, and full of contention. He (hall haue a ves 
_ typeſfiferousand venemous tongue. Andaþ 
though he be naturally inclined fo acertaine 
ſpice of liberalitie,fo2 that he will couet topo 
ſeſſe nought vniuſtly, vet he ſhall be deſirous 
to get ſubſtance, and — to eniop it; 
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vherebp conſequently it appeareth chat vhol- 
ly he is not giuen foconetoulneffe, but to cer- 
tatne ſpice thereof, toa defire to haue. Like- 
wie, he is enclimed to lecherie: Fo2 with thꝛe 
women ſpecially he ſhall haue to do, but ſame⸗ 
times by natures impediment, hee ſhall not 
pꝛoiect his ſcede, although he be very deſirous 
thereto. He is much diſpoſed alſo to gluttonp, 
chicfly to eating of hearbes,andin his meate 
doth greatly loue them. Furthermoze note 
here, chat the pꝛemiſſes doe not onely belong 
to the Pan, but tothe Moman allo ſubiect to 
that conſtellation. Concerning his life and 
che manner thereof, he ſhall be long ſicke, 
and ſhall haue a paine in his heart: hee 
thall haue thꝛer ſpeciall ſickneſſes: the firſt 
then hee is twentie peeres of age: the ſe⸗ 
cond then he is 47. the third and laſt, dchen he 
is 80, Touching his good foꝛtune, he ſhall bee 
in great eſtimation and honoꝛ. Me ſhall haue 
many childꝛen, and amongſt all. he ſhall haue 
a twinne, oꝛ two boꝛne at one birth, and of 
them he ſhall ſee the third generation. He ſhall 
attaine to his fathers inheritance. In allhis 
affaires he ſhall pꝛoſper, ſeeing daily his gods 
encreaſe: hee ſhall come into the woꝛld with 
his one ſtar. ( that is to ſay)he ſhall eniop all 
things accoꝛding to the influence of his ſigne: 
he ſhall fall into a riuer, but he ſhall eſcape 
dꝛowning: he ſhall loſe the moſt part of all his 
goods, and ſ hall fall into the hands of his ene⸗ 
my, and ſometimes into the hands of a wo- 
man a i hee enemie: he eee 
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beaff in the middeſt of one of his fingers of 
his right hand, and ſhall die an erile out of his 
countrep : his moſt deareſt friend beloued 
aboue others he ſhall leſe,and he ſhal be won⸗ 
derfully troubled with diuels and other ſpirits, 
The ſccond Chapter deſcribeth the conditj- 
on of the taile of Sagittarius, vhich is the twen- 
ty fourth particular ſigne, called Albeyda,and 
it hath ſeuen ſtarres fixed in this 
manner. He that is bozne in this * * * 
ſigne. firſt tonching the diſpoſition = * 
of his body; hee ſhall haue a body * * * 
comelp.ruddp face, red haire, nar- 
row eye bꝛowes, eyes like a cat, hee ſhall bee 
bold and beautifull to behold, naturalſy mar- 
ked vponthe head, hisleft ſide,and vpon his 
right noſtrill. After the diſpoſition of the mind 
hee ſhall bee very ready to anger, and therein 
alſo ſhall be ſudden, and the paine being paſt, 
he will be ſone appeaſed: he thall be of an ex⸗ 
cellent wit, and naturally giuen to the exerciſe 
of riding and ſhooting: be ſhall not be circum⸗ 
ſpect in his doings, noꝛ pet fozeſcœing in 
things that may happen: he ſhall haue much 
paine in his guts and in his head, any 
he ſhal ſuffer thꝛer ſeuerall ſickneſſes:The 
vhen he is 2:.yeres old: the ſecond,vhen he is 
62,yeresof age: and the third, ahen he is 80, 
And touching his god foꝛtune, if hee doe 
not take awap, oꝛ remoue the naturall marke 
vbich ſhall bee vpon his right buttocke , o2 
right noftrill, then his conſlellation ſhall bee 
pꝛoſperous. But if the ſaid marke be an

ly remoued from the place, then his fate ſhall 
be hindꝛed and empeached: he ſhall be valiant 
in armes, and therein alſo vicozions, But if 
the hure of Saturne doc concurre with Sa- 
turne in his natinitie, he ſhall be impotent by 
reaſon of the influence of that planet, ⁊ there⸗ 
foꝛe ſhall with great labour attaine to any 
commoditie. and with much difficultie acquire 
his fozmer god lucke. But pet notwithſtan- 
duig the impediment of Saturne,ifthe markes 
afoꝛeſaid bee not taken awap, pet he ſhall ob- 
taine the victoꝛ ous feates àfoꝛeſaid: but if his 
mother perhaps doe take away that marke 
from the places afoꝛeſaid. ſome euill hap map 
chance vnto him; foꝛ he ſhall haue much a doe 
to repell the influence of Saturne. The ſaid 
markes doe vehemently reſiſt the malice of 
the planet.by reaſon of their notable vertue; 
fo that Saturne ſhall doe no great hurt, al- 
though he doe ſomevhat hinder. And touching 
the euill foꝛtune of the man boꝛne in this ſigne 
of Sagittarius; he ſhall be in many troubles: 
he ſhall be hurt with hot burning vꝛon:he ſhal 
be in danger of theeues, not onely by trauel⸗ 
ling by the way, but alſo in Cities: he ſhall al⸗ 
ſo loſe and fozgoe many podeſſions purchaſed

Jn the third Chapter intreating of Sagitta- 
rius iudgement touching the male; there is to 
be noted, that he that is bozne in this ſigne, 
ſhal haue a merry and pleaſant countenance, 
Likewiſe touching the diſpoſition of the mind, 
heſhall be gentle faithfull,mcek,liberall;,mirt 
with ſtubburnneſle.,by reaſon vhereof he ſhal 
be of great authoꝛitie, gentle. Rind, court⸗like, 
and a great banquetoꝛ, by reaſon of which his 
courteſie, many will repaire vnto him, and bee

the ſame will very finely keepe hid in his 
bꝛeſt, foꝛ that almoſt hee is miſtruſtfull of all 
men: he ſhaſlbe with many vicesencumbzed, 
becauſe hee is naturally giuen to bee a great 
foꝛnicatoꝛ, and one that will bee ſwne angry, 
and vhen his anger is once done,then he 


viter much faire and gentle talke ſomethat 


ioyned with couetouſnes: hee ſhall be ſcabbie, 
and very full of itch. He ſhall be affected with 
two notable and ſtrong ſicknefles; the one 
vhen hee is thzee and thirty peeres of age, 
which ſhall beſo vehement, that hee ſhall ſtand 
in great haz ard ol life; which if he eſcape, chen 
her ſhall haue the ſecond, which hall happen 


then he is loureſcoꝛe and eight pecres of age, 


whereof he ſhall dye. Semhlably, touching his 
god foꝛtune, che firſt childe that he ſhall haue, 
ſhall be a ſonne.

terpꝛiſe, noꝛ wath his head, noꝛ put on any

h urth Chapter of this pꝛeſent Trea- 
file deſcribeth the iudgement of Sagittarius 
touching the female. Andheere to learne foꝛ 
to know the diſpoſition of her body, you muſt 


epa tre to the chapters ot the head and taile of 


Sagittarius, ſhich is befoze recited, ſchere pou 


, Hall find many things ſpoken of the female 
bozne in this ſigne. And touching the diſpoſt⸗ 


tion of che mind,ſhe ſhall be very much giuen 
toarts of Magicke, and to Witchcraft,and 
by reaſon of the ſubtiltie of her wit. ſhee ſhall 
put the ſame artes in pꝛactice.

The fifth and laſt Chapter maketh rehear⸗ 
ſall of all the generall foꝛtune of Sagittarius: 
And firſt, the man bone in this ſigne, ſhall be 
foztunate both in the Law of God, and alſo — 
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thelaiv af the woꝛld: he ſhall be happy in all 
kind of merchandiſes, eſpecially in that Arte 
that ch elly vieth the pꝛeſſe, cin Tatlozs craft, 
and in the Dꝛapers ſcience, chiellp inclothes 
of faireſt colour, if they bee retailed parcels 
meale by the pard oꝛ ell; and in the Butchers 
occupation, and beaſts ſchich are accuſtomed 
tobe ſold in ſhambles.

The firſt Chapter entreateth of the head of 
Capricornus, the 24. particular ſigne, 
andis called Aſtadab, uhich hath 
three Stars diſpoſed in this man⸗ 
ner, Mhere is to be noted, that 
the man boꝛne in this ſigne, touch⸗ * 
ing the diſpoſition ok the body, 
hath a faire „and comelp fa- * 
ſhisned, eſpecially in his pouth, it 
ſhall not be pꝛoperly blacke no2 vhite, but 
ſomethat giuen to bee red. Likewiſe he ſhall 
haue certaine naturall ſignes in the head, 
thebzeft and the knee, the eyes ſoꝛe and full 
of paine.

Tchereok it follo veth, that this foꝛtune is cuill 
by accident, Furthermoꝛe, becauſe of the 
marke that hee ſhall haue in his noſtzels, hee 
ſhallbury his parents, ſchich he ſhal loſe acc92- 
ding to his conſtellation. UThich thing belon⸗ 
geth ſomevhat to his cuill foꝛtunc. He ſhal loſe 
ſome of his tempoꝛal gods, dhich he ſhall haue 
_ with great labour, and ſhall holly bee 
popled of them oꝛ of the moſt part cf them. 

The ſecond Chapter maketh mention of the

ſhall be marked in the bꝛeſt, and in his finger. 
As concerning the diſpoſition of his mind, he 
hall haue naturally all the ſignes and marks 
that he ſhall haue, which is boꝛne in the firſt 
hure,. oꝛ in another, ſauing the ſecond houre; 
foꝛ he that is boꝛne in the ſecond houre, is na- 
turally liberall, and pet conetous, Ascancer⸗

kcepe his Wife long, but ſhall marrp another: 
Hz eil bee called the father of childꝛen, and 
liel haue man, pet he ſhall not haue a ſonne 
at he beginning. If he will remedy his euill 
fertunes and be del uered from them, he muſt 
cal! earneſtip von God, defiriizg merey foꝛ 
JciuThilts ſake. and hy that meanes he thall 
be deliuered. In marcping a wife. he ſhall be 
ſamebchat infoꝛtunate, becauſe it ſhall not 
be erpedient foꝛ him then, but in the age of 
2. pcbres as is ſaid: he ſhall be hurt bu his 
neighaur in his gods: he ſhall haue many 
{utes in the law, becauſe of his getting, and 
Hall infer much and diuers tribalations, and 
ſgectallp in his vouth, herein certaine things 
Mall cone luckey to paſſe with him.

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The fourth Chapter deſeribeth the iudge- 
ment of Piſces fo the female, The maide that 
is boꝛne in this ſigne, ſhall haue a marke in 
her head oꝛ face: ſhe ſhall be feruent and ear- 
neſt, very honeff, louing the decking of her 
body, deſiring to haue bꝛaue apparell, hardy,

They that bee ofa fi 
ryand enflamed colour, become out of their 
wits, and be like mad men, ichen they bee too 
mu chafcd. So vou muſt coniedure ot ocher 
colours. chat take part of the afoꝛeſaid. They 
chat dclire to ſ many other ſignes and to- 
kens of the naturall inclination, muſt haue 
recourſe vnto the littie boke of Ariſtotle, inti 
tuled of the Ph ſiognomy: and to the woꝛkes 
of Galen, ſpccially to his little boke, here he 
ſaith , that the manners of the minde doe fol- 
low the temperature of the bodp:farthermoze, 
yau may note, that wee haue foure humours 
which Galen calleth the elements. of lining 
fhings that haneblod, to wit; blood, fleame, 
choler, and the molanchaly humour, The bod 
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is hot, moyff, and ſweete. The ſpittle called 
fieame, is cold moyſt, and without quality, as 
the water is if it be not depraued: the choler 
oꝛ ſlaua : bilis is hote, dꝛy and bitter. The me- 
lancholyhumo? is cold, dap, bitter and earthly: 
the blond nouriſheth: the fleame helpeth the mo- 
uing of the ioynts: the choler clenſeth, and ma⸗ 
kethcleane the flegmatike ercrements of the 
bowels, and pꝛouoketh the power oz ſtrength 
ercretine: the melancholike humour helpeth 
the belly in his actions, Foz becauſe it is ea- 
ger and bitter, it containeth and p: the 
month of the ventricle 02 belly, called the ſto⸗ 
make, and maketh it imbꝛace and retaine the 

meate, vntill the diſgeſtion be made: the blood 
maketh men moderate, merrp, — 
and of a ruddie colour, which be called ſan⸗ 
guine men. Che fleame maketh men llothlull, 

lluggiſh, negligent, dzowſie, fatte, and ſoone 

to haue grap haires. The choler maketh them 


- angry, pzompt of wit, nimble, inconſtant, 


leane, and of quick diſgeſtion. The melancho⸗ 
licke humoꝛ, Which is as it were the ſubſtance, 
the bottome, and lers of the blood , maketh 
men rude, churliſh, carefull , ſad, auari⸗ 
cious, deceiuers, traitoꝛs, enemies, fearcfull, 
weake-hearted,and dzeaming,andunagining 
euill things, vered with the trouble of the 
minde, as though they were haunted with a 
malignant ſpirit. Theſe humours then may 
be referred vntothe Phiſiognomp:foꝛ by them 
à man may know the naturall inclinatton of 


men. Youmap allo referre thereunto tempe⸗ 
Þ4 rature 
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rature of ages. Foꝛ the puerility oꝛ childhov, 


uhich is from the birth vnto 1 5.yeres oꝛ there 
about, is hote and moyſt. The adoleſcenſte 02 
ponth, which endureth vntill 2 5. pres, is of a 
god and meane temperature. The pouth oꝛ 
flouriſhing age of mans ſtate, which endureth 
till q. pres, is of à hot and dꝛy temperature. 
The fourth age is the firſt part of old age, 
ſchich endureth til 49. peres : and then men 
begin to ware cold, and dꝛy, and like vnto a 
plant that dꝛieth vp and withereth, and they be 
called in Latine Senes. The ſecond part of 
old age endureth vntill the end of life:and then 
men be called in Latine, Seniores. And this 
age alſo is diuided in two oꝛ thꝛer degrers:they 
chat be in the firſt degree, haue pet their grene 
old age, ſchich yet may handle and execute euill 
matters. They be of a ſecond degree, which 
dꝛaw themſelues by little and little from the 
ſaibafaires, becauſe of their weakneſſe. hey 
of the third degree are in moſt extreme feble- 
nelle. Afpon deſire to know any more of the 
ſignes of Phifiognomy,you ſhall find 
them by diligent and earneſt rea⸗ 
ding of Authoꝛs.

The prediction of the maners and natures of 
men,by conſidering of their face and other 


parts of their body. 
Ofthe iudgement of the head. 


Eeing that the head is the part 
2 Wi that is moſt ſcene of all the 
4.5 parts of mans body, Hipo- 
IN cratcs in his ſixch book of com 
E mon ſickneſſes, not without 
cauſc ſhewech how to iudge of 

the lchole body by the conſideration of the 
head: fo2 that ſchich either is greater oꝛ leſſer 
then it ought to be, is alwaies faulty, and not 
— and they that haue this fault o2 lacke, 


ane all thoſe things that doe euidently ap- 
pertaine to the faulty andhurted mindes. And 
now euen as the head that is little, is neuer 
without fault: ſo that which is great, is not 
altogether perfect and good: but ſometime 
god, and fometime euill. It is alſo a plaine 
ſigneof godneſſe 02 wickedneſle. But the beſt 
faſhion is the round head, and ſometthat low 

on both ſides, as it vou ſhould imagine a ve⸗ 
ry round ſphere of Ware to be ſomeſchat low 
on euerp ſide. The beſt foꝛme then, and ſhape 
of a head, is that which is meanely great, 
and hath a comely conuenient roundneſſe: 
mg appecreth befoꝛe and behinde ſomethat 


Zhepzincipall cauſe uhy he head is —_— 
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the lack of matter and ſubſtance. And the cauſe 
of the greatneſſe of it, is the abundance and 
ſuperfluity of the ſubſtance and leede of 
man, But if that there be little matter with 
the foꝛce of the firſt fozmative vertne.it ſhal be 
of a god foʒme and ſhape,and leſſe euill, foꝛ as 
much as in the creature the naughtineſle of 

the faſhion is ioyned wich the ſmalneſſe of the 
head. The bꝛatne followeth the foꝛme and fa 
ſhionof the ſkull : foꝛ if the ſkull be coʒrupt, the 
b:aine ſhall alſo be corupt. The head of man 
Hath moze bꝛa ine pꝛopoꝛtionally then all other 
beaſts, The male hath moze b2aine then the 
female. The head of man hath moꝛe ioynings 
then all other things:x the male moꝛe then the 
female. A well faſhioned head is like amallet, 
vhereof the fozepart and hinder part bee lofty 
and high. The foꝛme o2 fathion of the meane 
ventricle, muff be a little pꝛeſſed together,and 
the cogitatine is the moze noble. If the 
foʒme befoꝛe be low, the man hath no iudge⸗ 
ment. And the hinder part be low, he hath no 
memo2y, and hath a weaknes of mouing his 
ſinowes, and conſequently of his body; foꝛ by 
the foꝛte of the bꝛaine is declared the foꝛce of 
the necke and ſinowes: and alſo the bzoadenes 
of the ſhoulders, and of the bꝛeſt, and parts of 
the ſides, Hypocandria, Mich be ioyned to the 
liuer ælungs.

ivſhewecth an ill ſigne, foꝛ as muchas it ſwne

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is verp little bꝛaine, and the ventricles nar⸗ 
row, therein the ſpirits too — kept do 
not their office: foz they are oppꝛeſſed, infla- 
med, and choked vp: therefoze they imagine 
not well, they diſpoſe nothing well, chey haue 
no memoꝛy. Such men are commonly ſone 
angry, and are fearefull, and keepe their anger 
long, by reaſon of the great dꝛouth and hot 
temperature of the bzaine. They take in hand 
falſematters.they ſpeake ill, and haue a dou⸗ 
ble tongne. The long head without meaſure, 
hauing the oꝛganes awꝛy and not right, noteth 
vnſhamc laſtneſle, and folly, Che headlow and 
flat, betokeneth inſolency and diſſoluteneſſe. 

The 
head that hath, as it were. a hollow hole be⸗ 
hinde, and is low and hollow, declarech the 
man to be ſubiect to anger and deceite. The 
great head with a large fozehead, and a face 
like a Giant, is à ſigne of à ſlobo man, gentle. 
ſtrong, and not caſte to be taught. Then the 
head is right and almoſt flat in the midſt, and 
of a meane greatneſſe, it ſheweth the man 
to haue a great wit, and to be couragious.

A blacke colour ſhewech 
the man to be of a ſmall courage in feates of 
warre, fearefull and craftie, and is to be com- 
pared to them that dwell in the South part. A 
greene colour, darke oz blacke, declareth the 
man ready and pꝛompt to anger. Men that 
are very red, 02 red headed in colour, are 
ſubtile and crafty, As the common ſaping a- 
mong the Frenchmen is, ay vieu bicupeu de 
petit gens humbles, & ruſe aux fideles: that is 
toſay, I haue ſœne few little men humble oꝛ 
lowlp, and few red headed men faithfull and 
true. They that haue a pale and a dead face, 
and pet a red foꝛehead and low eyes, are alto- 
getherſhamefaſt: And to them pou may at- 
tribute paſſion, The vhite colour and ſome- 
that ruddy, ſignificth the man very ſtrong 
and couragious. Such are the noꝛtherne men. 
The colour that is very vhite, ſhewech the 
man to be contrary to vertue. A pale colour 
ifieth the man to be without courage in 
dedesof warre, fearefull, anda turner of his 
backe, if ſickneſſe be not the cauſe of this pale- 
neſſe. When a bꝛowne colour is mired with 
a pale, it declareth the man to be a blab of his 
tongue, and a pꝛater, ſoone angry, and a ſpea- 
ker without any temperature.

And when 
heate and dꝛought doe iopne together, che 
haire commeth out the ſoner, and there with⸗ 
all grofſer. The multitude of haires declareth 
a hot man, and the grolenefle of them,ſhetneth 
them to be full of fumoſitie.And thcrefoze that 
happeneth moꝛe in young men then in young 
childꝛen, Fo2 in childꝛen the ſubſtance is moꝛe 
bapo2ons then moyſt: but in young men itis 
contrarp, wherefoze contrariesfollow their 
contraries. Abundance of haire in young 
childꝛen ſheweth their complexion that increa- 
ſeth and augmenteth, to tend to melancholi⸗ 
nefſe. Thecurling of the haire ſiqnifieth heat 
of the poxes; Thehatres that be right vp 
pozes. ires er in 
the head, and the haire alſo that ſtandeth vp⸗ 
right in the reſt of the body, betoken feareful- 
neſſe inthe man. The haires right o2thicke, 
declare the man to be cruell. and ichen they bee 
rare, they ſhew him to bee a deceiuer,andif 
— when vpward.tt is a ſigne 
of hot complexion. And if they be faſt toge⸗ 
ther, appearingon the foꝛehead, thep declare 
amighty courage and bꝛutall as the courage 
vf Beares. The haires p:efſed done, and 
touching together on the middle of the foꝛe⸗

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ſhew the man to bee hot, and without know⸗ 
ledge of honeſtie. The haires that be thinne, 
flender, and few in number. beũdes the tem 
ples, declare that man to be cold, and without 
foꝛce:the reaſon is, fo2 in the place are great 
arteries, and the place ought naturally to bee 
hot, and to haue abundance of haires, foꝛ as 
much as the generation and growing of 
baires commeth of heate. Therefoꝛe when 
the haire is thin and ſlender in that place, there 
is lacke of heate, and this ought to be aſcribed 
to women: foꝛ they neuer haue abundance of 
haire in chat place. The haire thinne and hard 
beſide the temples, declare that man to be cold 
andfearefull: and when they be thicke in the 
ſame place, and beſide the eareg, it is a ſigne of 
heate and vhozedome. And if they be there 
ſtable, blacke, oꝛ pellow, they ſigniſie a violent 
mindoꝛ courage. If they be groſſe and ſome⸗ 
what vhiter.it is a ſigne that the man ſhall ber 
indocible, whom men ſhall not rule oꝛ tame. 
The abundance of groſſe haires and peſt 
downe, with abundance of haire inthe reſt of 
the body, do ſhew in an infant melancholines 
to come; that is to ſav.he ſhall tall into a fury 
of folly. When haires grow in a man that is 
already aged, it is a token of great aduſtion 
by nature. the uhich engendꝛeth folly, andpx- 
uation of wit and ſenſe. Momen are neuer 
bald: foꝛ ther nature is like the nature of in 
fants oꝛ childꝛen. Gelded men alſo neuer 
Ware bald. foꝛ they be almoſt of the nature ot 
wamep.

The vhitenes of haires commeth ) 
by want of natural heat, oꝛ by rottenfleagme, 
And is a ſigne ſometime of wanton manners 
and conditions. The blackehaire commeth of 
ſuperabundant choler aduſt, oꝛ of blood aduſt 
Red haire ſignifieth heate, which is not adult, 
fo: they be of à diminiſhed heate. The hatres 
that be very red, declare the man to be acrafty 
deceiuer depꝛiued of wit, ch lericke, full of 
wꝛath. and furious without reaſon.

And 
therefoꝛe this muſt be noted, fo2 ſuch 
doe many times deceine the iudgers of 
Pons nomy. The blackneſſe of hatres, 
ich is like a bꝛight hoꝛne wich ſome rough 
nes mndcrokednes, declareth the heate of the 
complexion: but thehaire that is onelp black, 
ifieth fearefulneſſe and couetouſneſſe. The 
colour that is as it were a bꝛight gliſtering 
hone, is like to the nature of Mars. Neuer- 
theleſſe, the haires be not groſſe but fine of the 
bumours, and are madeblacke with a — 
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dhich thing appeareth in bꝛead foſtedvpon the 
coales, becauſe the mopſfure is gone. But 

en che reſtot the body is to hairp, then Mars 

and Saturne do umploy their foꝛces. And ſuch 
men are commonlp theeues and robbers: and 
when they haue their bꝛeſt onely hairy, it is a 
ſigne ot heate and of a great courage. When 
all the body is couered with haire, it is rather a 
ſigne of the courage of a foure foated beaſt᷑ 
then of a man: when the nod of the necke is 
couered with haire tuen from the head, it is a 
ſigne of ſtrength and of courage, and in that, 
che man is like vnto the Lion.

T ve face is the onely part ſchere the man on- 
ly becommeth. They chat haue a great 
fozchead are commonly ſlothfull. and they are 
comparedto Dren. They that haue a bꝛoad 
foꝛehead, commonly change their mindes. and 
ik that it be very great, they be foles, of little 
diſcretion, and rude of wit. Underffand take 
this bꝛoadneſſe w:th the iuſt quanttip of the 
length and largenes. They that haue around 
fozehead are ſubiea to wꝛath, and anger, ſpe⸗ 
cially if their foꝛehead be open and nlaine. And 
they be alſoinſenſible, like vn to Aſſes. They 
that haue a little foꝛehead and narrow. bre 
foles and dolts, not eaſily fo be tauaht. flow- 
nens, and denourers like wine. They that 
haue a meetelylong foꝛehead, haue god wits, 
6 —— as dogs 
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be. They that haue ſquare foꝛeheads, and of a 
meane greatneſſe, fozmall to the head, are 
vertnous, wiſe, and couragious like Lions. 
They that haue a plain and flat foꝛchead, and 
without wzinckle, will not bow, and be with- 
out wit, contumelious, and much lubiec to an⸗ 
ger, obſtinate and full of contention. They 
that haue a long and ſtretched out foꝛehead, be 
flatterers, and ſuch haue their part of palltons, 
They that haue adarke and couered fozehcad 
be audacious and terrible. A low foꝛehead and 
obſcure. maketh the man ready to weepe, and 
in that he followeth the Peacocks. The foꝛe⸗ 
head that is great, hath euer much groſſe 
fleſh: and contrap, the little fozchead hath fine 
and thinne fleſh, The little foꝛehead, and fine⸗ 
neſſe of the ſkinne betokeneth a fine wit and 
wauering. Now then the ſpirit o2 wit, is a 
fine body engendꝛed of the vapours of the 
blood; and this ſpirit oꝛ wit, bearcth the ver- 
tues of the ſoule to the ſpirituall members: 
and therefoꝛe there there be groſſe humours, 
there a god wit cannot be. Then a fozehead 
is two much wꝛinckled, it is a ſigne of a

Thepaſſions of the minde be decla⸗ 
red ſpecially by the epes, as tribulation, mirch, 
lone. hatred and other. 

The eyes haue foure pꝛincipall colo2s,black, 
ſomevhat vhite,changeable, and tawny. The 
foʒme of the eves that be round are the moſt 
wauering and rouling that be, the moſt per- 
fea and vncoꝛrupt, becauſe there is no ſquare- 
neſſe in them, The eyes that haue coꝛners are 
moſt filled with ſuperfluitie in the ſame: the 
great eves betoken fearefulneſſe and weake⸗ 
neſſe, foꝛ their groſſeneſſecommeth of a great 
abundance of moiſture in the bꝛame, therein 
there is a certaine coldneſſe, dhich is ſpꝛead a⸗ 
mong the members and quencheth the blood: 
wherefoze euen as the ſpirit of the blood ma⸗ 
keth the man bold, ſo thocomplexion, that is 
cold and moiſt, maketh him fearefull, The 
epcs that are bolt foꝛ ward, declare follp in the 
man. Bꝛoad eves tending to the largeneſſe of 
the body, and like to Yags eyes, declare a 
moiſture of the body. They that haue their 
eyes appcrtaining outward and lofty, ſes n 
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Ii the inward parts, and that the man becom⸗ 
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fountaine,vhich is the bꝛaine. And ſuch men 
are commonly great bablers and pꝛaters. The 
hollow eyes far in the head, haue a ſharper 
ſight then the other The rolling 02 wagging 
of the eyes commeth of heate, and betoke- 
neth wꝛath, lechery and boldneſſe. When the 
eyes mone defoꝛmedly, ſo chat now they run. 
and now they ſtand ſtill, it is a figne of great 
malice, and that ſuch men are full of ill cogi⸗ 
tations. They that remone their eyes ſwiltly 
with a ſharpe ſight be theenes, and full of de⸗ 
ceit. Such men haue a lubtile wit. but it is 
readicr to euill then to god: a ſtedfaſt loke 
commeth of too great and ſtedfaſt cogitation. 
and oftentimees of a defire they haue to de- 
ceine.Theythat haue a lookeltke women, are 
ſchoꝛemaſters and without ſhame: foꝛ that diſ⸗ 
poſition commeth vnto them by ſuch a com⸗ 
— as women haue. Whena man loo⸗ 

eth as though he were a childe, ſo that his 
face and eyes be alwaies ſmiling, it is a ſigne 
that he ſhall be of a long and merry life. er⸗ 
ry and laughing eyes, with the reſt of the face, 
betokeneth flatterp, lechery, and backbiting: 
the eyes that be as it wereycllow ſigniſie cru⸗ 
elty and deceit, as it appearcth well enough in 
Bawdes, and Murtherers: this colour com⸗ 
meth of a cholcr raigning and aduſt. Little 
eyes ſignifie mal ce, folly and weakeneſſe in a 
man. The hollowneſſe of the eyes tommeth 
ok à depth, which dꝛieth vp the muſcles,. li⸗ 
gaments, whereof enſuctha contradiction in 
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mech bꝛaineleſſe. The eyes that are of dinerg 


colours, and dim in the ball of them betoken 
foliſhneſſe. The bolting out of the eves doth 
repꝛeſent diuers obiects, thereby it commeth 
to paſſe, that che man is contuſe wich dinerſity 
of obiects, going about to behold them altoge⸗ 
cher. The eyes that tend vp ward ſigniſie god⸗ 
neſſe, but if they be red and great tending vp- 
ward, they ſignifie wickedncſle. And it com⸗ 
meth of the weakenes of the bzaine, which ts 
berp moiſt and not temperate. The elevati 
on of the epes commeth by accident, foz the 
cauſe of it is to much heate, the ſigne vhereof 
ts the red colour: whereof commeth the per- 
turbation of the reafonable ſoule, As we ſee in 
the great anger of men. The extention of the 
eves tor the faceſhew the maliceof the man: 
becauſe that heate and dꝛineſle bee the cauſe 
thereof. And the hot ſoule bzingeth commonly 
ſome euill ſigne. The epes that be as it were 
hid in the head, ſ& further off then ocher, and 
ſignifie ſuſpition, malice, anger, and naughty 
conditions: they declare the man to haue s 
great memoꝛp, ſpeciallp of iniuries:audaci 
dus, cruell, full of craft, a lier, vicious a chou 
monger, c. When the eves are now 
now open, and by and by ſtand fill, ſuch 
men haue not yet committed any crimes, 
but theyhaue them in their hearts. The eyes 
haue dinerſities of colours, becauſe they be 
Diaphanes and of a rare ſubſtance and fine.

many apparent ſpots in the ball of the eie, it is 
à ſigne of naughtines. And vet ſhall the ſpot⸗ 
ted eye be woꝛſe if it be of diners colours. And 
the greater the variety is, the greater is the 
heate. F oꝛ as much as the ſpots be diuers, the 
a duſtion of the ſpirit raiſed vp, is the greater, 
vhereof commeth the diuerſity of manners, x 
the multitude of vices. And of this great va⸗ 
riety, che honeſt and commendable iudgment 
is coꝛrupted. The epes that be red as coles, ſig⸗ 
nifte wickedneſſe and obſtinacie. Foꝛ by the co⸗ 
lour of fire, is ſignified great choller. They that 
haue meane eyes, enclining toward the coloꝛ 
of the ſkie,02 fomichat black, haue a ſharpe and 
piercing vnderſtanding, and be faithfall and 
courteous. Almanſor ſàich, that the beſt and 
moſtcõmendable colour of the eies is between 
blacke and changeable, if they be not full of 
beames, 02 if there be any rednes oꝛ pellow⸗ 
nes in them, thoſe eyes declare diſcretion and 
vnderſtanding: his reaſon is, becauſe they be 
without choler 02 melancholy aduſtz the colour 
of the eics, gray t black, ſpeciallv ſchere be no 
ſpots, is cauſe of moyſt humoꝛs + temperate 
without aduſtion, uhereof followeth the ſpirit 
like vnto the nature:and of this ſpirit commeth 
the vnderſtanding + ſpeculation:che diuers co⸗ 
lourrd, as made of a moꝛe cleart viſible ſpirit, 
therefoze ſuch men are well boꝛne and great 
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ſer eyes haue vhite ſpots, oꝛ black, oꝛ red, oꝛ of it 
ſome other coloz ; and they that haue ſuch eyes, 

are woꝛſe then all other, and moꝛe to be repꝛo⸗ ® 
ned. The changeable, great, and of Aberne 
colour, if they haue little red ſpots very dw 
fy, ſignifieth the man to bee troubled in his 
minde and vicious, but pet bold t witty.UWhen 
there be little red ſpots in the eyes, and turne 
moꝛe to blacke then to red, ſo that they ſeeme 
blacke, it is a ſigne of à noble heart, inſt, god 
and witty.

wickedneſſe in the man:the ſpots that be grea- 
ter and darker, diminiſh thoſe great vices: but 
they take them not away altogether: the black 
ſpots oꝛ ſanguine in the blacke ball of the eye,

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In Germany the men are flegmatike, ſchich 
ſhew manifeſtly the nature of that complert- 
on, that is to ſay, that they bee flegmaticke 
and very cholericke. Furthermo2e,thep be of a 
great body, but pet few there are among them 
that haue great bodily ſtrength, oꝛ any great 
actinity and nimbleneſſe to do any hard things, 
though they be very induſtruous to doe mate⸗ 
rtall things concerning any woꝛke of the 
hand.

perſon. The palme of the hands lung, wt th 
long fingers, ſigniſie an apt ma to many arts, 
and pꝛudent and wary in al affaires; Foz 
there is in him a ſigne of good regiment and 
gouernance, The greatneſſe of the fingers, 
ſignifie folly, md impꝛudency You muit alſo 
meaſure the place from the naueli vnto the end | 
of the bꝛeaſt, and to the beginning of the necks, 

If the part ot the bꝛeaſt be bigger. it is a ſigne 

of pꝛudency and wiſdome: but if that which is 
in the bꝛeaſt vnto the nauell be greater, it is a 

ſigne of a deuourer. Af the belly be too ſlacke, 
as though it were empty, it is a ſigne of feare⸗ 

fulneſſe, wickedneſſe, and of denonring, The 

belly that is ſomevhat ſofte, and dæper, is a [ 
ſigne of the foꝛce and vertue of the wit, and of 
magnificenee. The ſides thin, narrow, and 
deepe, betoken fearefulnes: but when they be | 
moꝛe fleſhy and hard, they ſhewthe man to be 
vnapt to be taught.

Il the feete be ſoft and enuironed with fleſh, 
ft ts aſigne of a ſoft and womanlike wit. The 
fete very long, ſhew the man to be vigilant 
and giuen to deceit, ſeeking the hurt of many 
men, The ft very thin and ſhozt, betoken 
malignity, The ſhozt feete, hauing the ſole hob 
low, is an euill ſigne,

They chat march, 02 goe a great pace, are 
= ffont men. attaine to the ende of their en 
terpꝛiſes. But they that goe a little pace and 
ſhoꝛt, haue but a little courage. The crooked 
going is cauſe of griefe and obſcurity of wit.

e. ¶ necke turned vpward, ſignifieth inſolency, rt- 
he gour, folly,and vanity. When the nod of the 
— necke hangech on the pectozall parts, they des 
"rt clare the mindefo be occupiedin thoughtsand 
ut imaginations ; and alſo it is aſigne of ſpas 
ring, and of wickednelſe, The thꝛote ſharpe 
le, fignificth lightneſſe. The ſhoulders thin, right, 
and poynted, ſigniſie the man to be a layer in 
ly, waite todeceine.The elbowes thinne, ſignifte 
bt imbecility and weakeneſle:and when they be 
full of fleſh, they betoken weakneſſe: but where 
they be meanly ſolide and hard, great of arte- 
ries and muſcles, they betoken a noble body, 
hand ol good courage. When the fingers are 
ſoft. it is a ſigne that the man is eaſie to be in⸗ 
ſtruaed and taught: when they be hard, he is 
ſtrong and vnapt to be taught. When the 
Ire hands be ſhoꝛt, andthe fingers ſtrong, it is a 
en god ligne. Jfthe fat and little hands haue very 
choꝛt fingers they betoken a deceiner, a by, 
anda there. he hands thin and crooked, ſhe 
the man fobea great talker and babler, The 
Nailes vhite,b2oad, and ſomelchat red, ſignt- 
lle a very good iudgement: but vhen they be

I the other chey ſtgnite vnclenlineſle. And they 
| that be catt and aſt together round, ſhew ma⸗ 
lignity, couetoumeſle, and the man to be a 
ſchoꝛemonger. When they be ſmall and thin. 
it is ſigne of folly. The owt lingers and great, 
ſigaific enuie, audacicy and cruelty. And when 
they he to long and t llender, it is a ſigne of 
a Witleſſe: nan. and far from wiſdome. And if 
there be fo great diſtance betweene them, it is 
à ſigne of lqhtnes. and of to much talke: but 
chen they be meanely great, and of an honelt 
fc2me and kachion, it is a ſigne of very good 
manners. Now cheſe things are meant as 
woll of thenatics x toes. as of the fingers and 
bands, A dender and thin bꝛeaſk, am without 
vertue o2 freagth,ſignifieth weaknes cf heat. 
They that haug their paps hanging, and their 
bzeaſt enuironed with (aft ficſh, are giuen to 
wine, and to lecherv, yea crceffinely. They 
that wag their ſhulders, x lift vp their necke, 
ſhall be counted arrogant and pꝛaud: — 
they 
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they chat wag alltheir body, ſhew enidently 


they beeffeminate,And among all theſe, the 
moſt tollerable kinde are they that bow down 
their body on the right ſide ichen they ſtur and 
the fwliſheft are thep that turne their body to⸗ 
ward the left (ide,

VVben che bꝛeath is ſomtime reſteth, and 

chen along time after bꝛeaketh out in 
great abundance, declareth the man to be in 
great trouble of minde. And when the head 
very much ſhaketh, and ſigheth, it is a bad 
ſigne that there is in it ſome naughty and euill 
framed thing. The ſpirit that maketh a noiſe, 
and is greatly moued and thauſk out, it is a 
ſigne of cruelty, and that che man is giuen to 
Wine. Chey alſo that haue their bꝛech troubled 
and groſſe, as they that haue runne long, are 
void of counſell and ſubiec to anger, and haue 
alſo a facility, ⁊ readineſſe to doe and to ſpeake. 
This rule ought to be obſerued in all ſignes 
and tokens, ſo that you muſt take the ſuperflu- 
ity in cuill part, and the meane and temperate 
to be god. Uhen the thighes be to croked., x 
to hairp, it is a ſigne of vhowedome, This is 
referred vnto the Goats, Ariſtotle faith moꝛe, 
that the buttockes that be very dꝛy, ſignifieth 
virilitp, manlines and they that be very fleſhy 
and moyſt ſigniſic effcmination;and they that 
be as it were cut, declare the wickednes of the 
man: and this is referred vnto Beares and 
D 3 Apes, 
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Apes. che ſignes olan impudent man be ſuch 
as follow. Firſt, he hath bꝛight ſhinning eyes 
andopen, the evelids far a ſunder; great unn 
and great hands, he raiſeth himſelfe again 
theni that beholdhim. Pets red of colour, and 
hath a ſharpe voice, And "eſide all theſe flgnes 
of impudencyv, he is iniurious. Thehairyman 
which hath blacke haire, right and ſmothe, the 
mouth, and the chin, and the temples Hairy, 
great eyesxgliſtering, is iniurious, enclined 
to whoꝛedome, a loner of frates and fighting, 
euilltongued. lerominus Cardanus a Phyſitio 
of Millan,a man truly of great learning and 
knowledge, ſaith thus in his 12. boke de Sub- 
rilitate. Euen as all lame men are wicked, (a 
all they which are in health, haue not god 
manners. Fo2 it is moꝛe requiſite, x there is 
moꝛe adoe to foʒme à mind without fault, then 
a body. So the moſt wicked of all other, ars 
the crooke⸗ backed men, ſeing the faut of 
them is moꝛe nere vnto the heart, which is the 
Pꝛinte of all the body. Nert are the blinde 
and the ſqint⸗ eyed men foꝛalmuch as nature 
hath failed about the bꝛaine. After them come 
the dumbe and the deafe, and then the halting 
men, and after them are they that haue their 
fingerstaſhtoned together, oꝛ to far a ſunder, 
the one from the other; foꝛ nature hath failed 
in them, in members leſle neceſſary, They 
that be fall of warts haue the next and laſt 
place, and the ſcarred bodies Fi 
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ſhe iudgement of other parts of the body,
